The dauntless skipper—20 days out of Hamburg on a voyage th at 
ended his first shipwreck—landed at the Prince of Wales pier in this

K enneth Dancy of the British tug 
Turmoil, who rode the hurricane- 
cracked freighter with him for the 
final week of a two-week epic. 
The Enterprise plunged to the 
bottom yesterday. 
Thousands cheered Carlsen. Fresh 
honors and fresh 
citations 
were 
pressed upon him. He accepted them 
modestly, quietly, In a drawling voice 
m arked by the accents of his native 
Denmark. 
Skipper Wears Beret 
Instead of a m aritime cap, he 
wore a beret over his brown hair. 
The beard he grew on the Enter­ 
prise had been shaved off. Under 
a borrowed black raincoat which 
was too big for him, Carlsen wore 
a white shirt and a black tie, also 
given to him aboard the Turmoil. 
His worst moment? 
“It was the moment 
th at 
the 
Flying Enterprise disappeared below 
the sea,” Carlsen said. “I hurt for 
quite a bit." 
His brightest moment? 
That, he said, came when Dancy 
stepped from the pitching Turmoil 
to the deck of the Enterprise last 
Friday—after

alone—and 
“shake .h an d s.” 
Duty To Stay Aboard 
Why did he stay aboard his ship, 
listing heavily from a beating in 
the worst North Atlantic storm In 
50 years, after his crew of 40 and 10 
passengers were rescued? 
It was his duty, said the 37-year- 
old Carlsen. 
And w hat finally caused him to 
decide his ship was doomed and to 
give up his tremendous struggle 
against the sea?

Little opposition is expected in the Senate to the 
nom ination of George F, K ennan to succeed Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk as U. S. ambassador to Russia. Chairm an 
Connally <D., Tex.) of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee .said in an interview in Dallas on December 
27 th at he believed the nom ination would be quickly 
approved by his committee and confirmed by the 
Senate. Connally added, however: “I don’t have any 
special adm iration for him.” 
K ennan, long an officer in the U. S. State D epart­ 
m ent, Is generally credited with setting the founda­ 
tions for present U. S policy toward Russia. In an 
anonymous article in “Foreign Affairs” in 1947, signed 
only *‘X”, K ennan stated: *Tt is clear th a t the m ain 
elem ent of any United States policy toward the Soviet 
Union m ust be th at of a long-term , patient but firm 
and 
vigilant 
containm ent 
of 
Rus.sian 
expansive 
tendencies ” 
Holding the line and hoping for the best, however, 
were not viewed by K ennan as the limits of American 
policy by any means. “It is entirely passible for the 
United States to influence by its actions the internal 
developments, both within Russia and throughout the 
international Communist movement, by which Russian 
policy is largely determined ” 
Relations between the United States and the 
Soviet regime in Russia have inevitably been in­ 
fluenced by the shifting attitudes of our diplomatic 
personnel. The am bassador in Moiscow at the time of 
the Bolshevik revolution in November. 1917, was David 
R. Francis, who had been governor and the outsU nd- 
Ing Democratic leader of Missouri. 
He has been 
described by Samuel Harper, who was engaged by the 
S tate D epartm ent to brief the new am bassador on 
Russia , a s a *‘very blunt, outspoken American,” whase 
“ o ne apparent qualification 
fo r foreign service was 
the fa ct th a t he had been president of the St. Louis 
Interna tio na l Exposition of 19 03.” 
The previous March Francis had recommended 
Imm ediate U. S. recognition of the provisional govern­ 
m ent of Prince Lvoff. He refused to believe the Bol­ 
sheviks could retain the power they seized in Novem­ 
ber, and recommended th a t no action w hatever be 
taken by the United States until the situation righted 
Itself and the Reds were driven out of office. When 
Informed th a t the Petrograd Soviet had nam ed Lenin 
premier, Francis wrote: “Disgusting!—but the more 
ridiculous the situation, the sooner the remedy.” 
The views of Francis were not shared by William 
C. Bullitt, then a young Philadelphia journalist, who 
as a n emissary of the State D epartm ent received 
a 
Soviet peac# propasal in Moscow In March, 1919. “No 
govem m fat save a socialist governm ent.” Bullitt re­ 
ported, '•can be set up In Russia today except by 
foreign bayonets, and any governments so set up will 
fall the mom ent such support is w ithdraw n.” The 
recognition B ullitt then recommended was not to be 
ex tended until November, 1933. 
Ironically, Bullitt, nam ed by President Roosevelt 
as U. S. am bassador to Moscow upon the resumption 
of relations, was to have his earlier enthusiasm for 
the Soviet regime de^stroyed by bitter disillusionment. 
Jaseph E. Davies, who succeeded Bullitt in January, 
19 37, often expressed the conviction th a t the Soviet 
leaders were honest and sincere. 
Relations with Russia rem ained on the whole 
friendly throughout World W ar II. 
But by 1947, 
according to Vera Micheles Dean, it had become 
apparent th a t the United States and Russia remained 
“sharply divided by difference.^ in their lntj» rnal sys­ 
tems. by clashes a t strategic key points of the world, 
by Russia’s fear of the atomic bomb, and by our 
renewed fear of communism.”

The m aterial came out of a conference held a t 
Ithaca a few days ago It is based on Ccn.« ^us Bureau 
reports and on inform ation furnished by industry. 
And it gives 
a stim ulating If incomplete picture of 
llvine standards in this country. 
Three out of four American homes are equipped 
with electric refrigerators. 6fi per cent with washing 
m achines. 52 per cent with vacuum cleaners and 8 7 
per cent with electric irons. Two-thirds of all Ameri­ 
can families own cars and there is one car to every 
3 1 persons. In Europe there is one car to 45 persons; 
In Asia, one car to 1.023. 
Americans still work for w hat they get. although 
hours are short. O ne-third of the labor force 
is made 
up of women. More than half of American women 
are m arried, and the report 
suggc.st.s th at more elec­ 
trical appliances will make it 
|K)s.-iblc for more 
American women 
to combine home-making with 
careers. 
Meanwhile Americans are eating 13 per cent more 
food per capita than in the 19 35-39 period 
The 
American standard of living has been rising in every 
m aterial way 
and the report prophe.^te.s that it will 
continue to rise even though taxes will be higher. 
There’s the future, intruding again. There seems 
to be no stopping it.

Coronary Aftermath 


Coronary thrombosis is the grand- 
daddy of all heart attacks. It is 
produced by obstruction of one of 
the arteries that supply the cardiac 
mu.scle with blood. Most victims are 
over 50 and many more men than 
women 
have 
suffered 
from 
the 
disease. 
Durmg the past decade the out­ 
look has unproved considerably and 
now 8 0 per cent or more survive the 
first attack. As a result a sizable 
number of persons belong to the 
mythical “I’ve had a coronary” club. 
The majority developed a coronary 
because of living under pressure and 
emotional ten.^^ion. The.se men and 
w'omen were aiways on the go, 
physically and mentally, and spent 
far too iitUe time in relaxation and 
enjoyable iivmg. For many, the at­ 
tack offered an excuse thereafter 
to say no. They found it possible to 
do the things they wanted rather 
than adhere to the demands and 
dictates of others. In this respect, 
a coronary has certain compensating 
features. 


However, the attack is a shock 
to the system and for some time 
thereafter the vicum is concerned 
with his heart. This is natural but 
the reaction passes in time. Prom 
four to six months after the initial 
bout, the post-coronary syndroms 
may a i^ a r . This group of aymp- 
toms arises shortly after the indi­ 
vidual attempts to return to hii 
usual activities. 
The first sensa­ 
tion is a feeling of tightness or sore­ 
ness In front of the chest. Then 
come shortness of breath, weaknes.s, 
and fatigue. With the heart attack 
fi'esh in mind, the man begins to 
wonder whether the old ticker has 
healed and is as good as the phy­ 
sician claims. An anxiety mounts 
the syndrome becomes worse; some 
quit work or ask for a longer period 
of convalescence. This also aggra­ 
vates the picture because it provides 
more time to brood and worry; tlie 
subject may conclude he is finished 
and never will be able to work again. 
This is particularly hard on the 
man or woman who never has been 
ill before. 


The physician handles the prob­ 
lem by reassuring his patient that 
the syndrome is common and can 
be traced to the stress associated 
with renewed activity. The heart 
will behave in a more normal fash­ 
ion following graduated exercises 
and continued mu.scular activity. 
After all, the syndrome has been an 
invalid for some tune and this is 
the fir.st opportunity the heart has 
had to buck up against the stress of 
everyday living. 
It IS ne<essary In most cases to 
modify the type of work and the 
conditions and hours of employ­ 
ment The

taking stock it may be possible to 
discover and eliminate the irritAting 
Influences that brought on the orig­ 
inal coronary altaik. In addition, 
the individual siiould guard against

hours of work, emotional tension, 
the pressure of deadlines, and any­ 
thing else that interferes with reg­ 
ular meals, leisure hours, and vaca­ 
tions.

WASHINGTON—The same dan­ 
gerous mine conditions which killed 
119 miners at West Frankfort, 111. 
also exist at Orient No. 3 mine 20 
miles away, according to miiier.s who 
work there. Both mines are owned 
by the same company. 
It was a combination of escaping 
gases and explosive coal dirst that 
blew up Orient No. 
2 and a United 
Mine Workers safety committee has 
protested that Orient No. 3 at Wal- 
tonville, 111., also could become a 
death trap and has warned that it 
should be shut down. 
The safety inspectors found tun­ 
nels heavy with coal dust that had 
not been mixed with rock dust, 
though 
a 65 per cent mixture of 
rock dust is considered necessary to 
make the coal dust non-explosive. 
A 6-to 24-inch layer of coal dust was 
al.so discovered under the conveyer 
belts. In addition, no escapeway 
had been installed in the rear of Uie 
mine. 
I>€ spite ail this, Illinoi.s mine in­ 
spectors had already given Orient 
No. 3 a safe-to-operate permit

WASHINGTON — The "double 
talk” of the Churchill-Truman com­ 
munique-som e of it unavoidable 
because of world politics and some 
of it inevitable because of domestic 
politics in Britain—still leaves the 
American people in the dark as to 
just what the basic purpose was in 
the meeting of the President and 
the British prime minister. 
Every subject mentioned in the 
joint statement could have been 
canvassed as well by American and 
British diplomats here and in Lon­ 
don in the normal channels. This 
conference, it will be recalled, was 
sought not by President Truman 
but by Prime Minister Churchill, 
who came out of a close election 
campaign worried about the future 
of his parliamentary majority and 
well aware that he needed the pres­ 
tige that a visit to the United States 
at this time could give him. 
Mr. Churchill’s forte in the past 
has been in his dealings with the 
top men in other governments. He 
still likes to give the British people 
the impression that he can accomp­ 
lish, because of his standing in the 
world, more than any other man 
in England. 


Fig hting Co mmunist Idea 
Mr. Churchill, however, also had 
a few things to tackle m order to 
be able to fight back at the “left 
wing” in the British Labor party. 
For several months now what looks 
like a Comixlunist-inspired idea has 
been accepted wtih some seriousness 
by the Labor jMirty and other Brit­ 
ish groups. It is that the American 
government would 
go 
off 
“half 
cocked” some day and send her 
fliers out of British airfields to 
drop bombs on Russian cities with­ 
out so much as telling the British 
government it intended to take such 
a step. Mr. Attlee 
was 
gullible 
enough to believe that such things 
could happen and actually asked 
for and obtained from Mr. TYuman 
assurances on this point. But the 
Communists were not satisfied and 
kept up their propaganda line. Mr. 
Churchill’s purpose has been to get 
rid of that problem altogether with 
a frank talk in Washington. The 
final phraseology of the communi­ 
que on this point is interesting. It 
says: 
“Under arrangements made for 
the common defense, the United 
States has the use of certain bases 
in the United Kingdom. We reaf­ 
firm the understandmg that the use 
of these bases m an emergency 
would be a matter for joint decision 
by His Majesty’s Government and 
the United States Government in 
the light of the circumstances pre­ 
vailing at the time.” 
The foregoing simply means that, 
if an emergency arises, the Ameri­ 
can government, of course, will con­ 
sult the British, and if Great Bri­ 
tain is being attacked by atom 
bombs, it is not to be doubted that 
instantly there will be retaliation 
both the British and American fliers 
based in England. Ttie trans-Atlan­ 
tic phones will settle that issue in 
a matter of minutes. 
It ks significant that the ccwn- 
munique does not say much mors 


on this subject than was said when 
Mr. Attlee was here in 1950. But 
nevertheless the Moscow propag­ 
andists 
have 
been 
assiduously 
spreading the idea that ttie United 
States might- use her overseas bases 
to precipitate a war, particularly 
when the American armament pro­ 
gram has reached its goals. 
Nothing could be more ridiculous 
than the assumption being spread in 
Europe by the Communists th at 
America has a “tiair trigger” atti­ 
tude tow’ard war. For the fact is 
that the United States has not, in 
a single instance in modem times, 
moved into war except to resist an 
attack already initiated by a hostile 
power. 
The remainder of the Trum an- 
Churchill communique calls attent­ 
ion to a “complete identity of aims* 
in the Middle East, a four-power 
approach in Egypt as “the b ^ t pros­ 
pect of relieving the present ten­ 
sion.” and it expresses ttie hope th at 
the plan of the World Bank will 
“lead to a solution of the Iranian 
cril problem acceptable to all the 
interests concerned.”

What this means, in a nutshell, 
is that the United States has mere­ 
ly reaffirmed her diplomatic inter­ 
vention in the Middle East and w-ill 
accept responsibility along with ths 
British in th at area. 
E^^ery one of these points means 
added prestige for Mr. Churchill at 
home. He gets, moreover, a promise 
of scarce materials for British m- 
dustry. 
Now what did the prime minister 
give to America? He didn’t agree 
on the standardization of the rifle 
nor on the grant of the Atlantio 
command to the United SUtes Navy 
as General Eisenhower had request­ 
ed. He probably will do so later. 
About the only thing that can be 
read between the lines of 
tht com­ 
munique is that America obtained a 
little better understanding ctmcern- 
ing Par Eastern policy. Already m 
the House of Commons debatw be­ 
fore Mr. Churchill left England 
there was a hint of a change. 
The new communique states that 
both Britain and America “recognize 
that the over-riding need to counter 
the Communist threat in that area 
(the Par East) 
transcends such 
divergencies as there arc in our 
policies towards China.” 
In a sense this merely means th at 
recognition of Red Chma by the 
British will not affect the broader 
aspects of joint American-British 
programs in the Par East. 
So, all in all, Mr. Churchill came 
away with plenty to strengthen his 
political situation at home—and the 
United States gets out of it what? 
A feeling that the governments of 
the two countries understand each 
other better now and that maybe 
Mr. Churchill will reassure Europe 
that the United States is interested 
in the defense of Europe not a.s a 
means of offense but as a secondary 
m atter and that it is up to Euro­ 
pean countries ttiemselves to begin 
to appreciate that the defense of 
Europe is primarily Europe’s job.

number of

tics became more and more depen­ 
dent upon the federal government, 
which, having the advantage of lha 
income and 
excise taxes, wa.'v able 
to tap larger reservoir.s of the peo­ 
ple’s earnings. To the.se were added 
the vanou.s payroll taxes, whicd 
were sugar-coated by what ha.s gen­ 
erally been called .social security. 
la fact, the economic and social 
svstem of the United States entered 
upon a form of Fabian soclalusm,

confusing admixtures of Marxism 
and Keyne.sian economics.

cally, it tended to a centralized na­ 
tional ^y tern, with increa.sed powen 
for officials and a constant war as 
a mean.s toward maintained a ruling 
group in power.

{Mople, and the Supiffine Court was 
debased by unfit appointments.

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Ambassador To Russia 


Little opposition is expected in the Senate to the 
nom ination of George F. Kennan to succeed Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk as U. S. ambassador to Russia. Chairm an 
Connally (D., Tex.) of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee said in an interview in Dallas on December 
27 th at he believed the nom ination would be quickly 
approved by his committee and confirmed by the 
Senate. Connally added, however: “I don’t have any 
special adm iration for him .” 
K ennan, long an officer in the U. S. State D epart­ 
m ent, is generally credited with setting the founda­ 
tions for present U. S. policy toward Russia. In an 
anonymous article in “Foreign Affairs” in 1947, signed 
only “X”, K ennan stated: “It is clear th a t the m ain 
elem ent of any United States policy toward the Soviet 
Union m ust be th a t of a long-term , patient but firm 
and 
vigilant 
containm ent 
of 
Russian 
expansive 
tendencies.” 
Holding the line and hoping for the best, however, 
were not viewed by Kennan as the limits of American 
policy by any means. “It is entirely possible for the 
United States to influence by its actions the internal 
developments, both within Russia and throughout the 
international Communist movement, by which Russian 
policy is largely determ ined.” 
Relations between the United States and the 
Soviet regime in Russia have inevitably been in­ 
fluenced by the shifting attitudes of our diplomatic 
personnel. The am bassador in Moscow at the tim e of 
the Bolshevik revolution in November, 1917, was David 
R. Francis, who had been governor and the outstand­ 
ing Democratic leader of Missouri. 
He has been 
described by Samuel Harper, who was engaged by the 
S tate D epartm ent to brief the new am bassador on 
Russia, as a “very blunt, outspoken American,” whose 
“one apparent qualification for foreign service was 
the fact th a t he had been president of the St. Louis 
International Exposition of 1903.” 
The previous M arch Francis had recommended 
im m ediate U. S. recognition of the provisional govern­ 
m ent of Prince Lvoff. He refused to believe the Bol­ 
sheviks could retain the power they seized in Novem­ 
ber, and recommended th a t no action whatever be 
taken by the United States until the situation righted 
itself and the Reds were driven out of office. When 
informed th a t the Petrograd Soviet had nam ed Lenin 
premier, Francis wrote: “Disgusting!—but the more 
ridiculous the situation, the sooner the remedy.” 
The views of Francis were not shared by William 
C. Bullitt, then a young Philadelphia Journalist, who 
as an emissary of the State D epartm ent received a 
Soviet peace proposal in Moscow in M arch, 1919. “No 
govern m *at save a socialist governm ent,” B ullitt re­ 
ported, "can be set up in Russia today except by 
foreign bayonets, and any governments so set up will 
fall the m om ent such support is w ithdraw n.” The 
recognition B ullitt then recommended was not to be 
extended until November, 1933. 
Ironically, Bullitt, nam ed by President Roosevelt 
as U. S', am bassador to Moscow upon the resum ption 
of relations, was to have his earlier enthusiasm for 
the Soviet regime destroyed by bitter disillusionment. 
Joseph E. Davies, who succeeded Bullitt in January, 
1937, often expressed the conviction th a t the Soviet 
leaders were honest and sincere. 
Relations with Russia rem ained on the whole 
friendly throughout World War II. 
But by 1947, 
according to Vera Micheles Dean, it had become 
apparent th a t the United States and Russia rem ained 
“sharply divided by differences in their internal sys­ 
tems, by clashes at strategic key points of the world, 
by Russia’s fear of the atomic bomb, and by our 
renewed fear of communism.” 


Comfortable Present 


Most Americans are looking back to see where 
they’ve been during the last year—and peering ahead 
to see, if they can, where they are going. 
But where are we? Perhaps it would be a good 
Idea to think about th a t before we start reviewing or 
forecasting. 
Some data th a t has been collected by the College 
of Home Economics at Cornell University is interest­ 
ing. The m aterial came out of a conference held a t 
Ithaca a few days ago. It, Is based on Census Bureau 
reports and on Inform ation furnished by industry. 
And It gives a stim ulating if incomplete picture of 
living standards in this country. 
Three out of four American homes are equipped 
with electric refrigerators, 68 per cent, with washing 
machines, 52 per cent with vacuum cleaners and 87 
per cent with electric irons. Tw o-thirds of all Ameri­ 
can families own cars and there is one car to every 
3 1 persons. In Europe there is one car to 45 persons; 
In Asia, one car to 1,023. 
Americans still work for w hat they get, although 
hours are short. O ne-third of the labor force is made 
up of women. More than half of American women 
are m arried, and the report suggests th at more elec­ 
trical appliances will make it 
possible for more 
American women 
to combine home-making with 
careers. 
Meanwhile Americans are eating 13 per cent more 
food per capita than in the 1935-39 period. 
The 
American standard of living has been rising in every 
m aterial way—and the report prophesies that it will 
continue to rise even though taxes will be higher. 
There’s the future, intruding again. There seems 
to be no stopping it. 


The Seagoing Voice 


A classic thum bnail description of a battlesh ip is 
a “mobile gun-platform ”; of a carrier, a “mobile air­ 
field.” Similarly it will be accurate to call a former 
Navy cargo ship a mobile broadcasting station. 
The ship, renamed the Courier, will soon be sailing 
with a Coast Guard crew for the State D epartm ent’s 
Voice of America. Its projectiles will take the form of 
messages to populations behind the iron curtain. The 
propellent Is not gunpowder but a huge transm itter 
fed by 1.500,000 watts of electrical energy. 
I t’s a bold and imaginative idea—this transm itter 
capable of moving about the watery world and turning 
its broadsides loose at will. The ship’s antennae at 
m ast height can be expected to work at good, long 
ranges. But there is also what is called a flight deck 
from which captive balloons will carry antennae far 
aloft when greater altitude is necessary. The blanket­ 
ing effect of coastal m ountains may thus be overcome. 
The Courier should succeed in fouling up the radio 
Jamming techniques of the Communists by merely 
keeping on the move. The ship should have great 
potential firepower of a new type. But it will be up 
to the crewmen in W ashington to make it truly effec­ 
tive. 
According to congressmen who have toured 
Europe, the Voice of America to date has accomplished 
virtually nothing, and at great expense. The programs 
frequently have had a crackpot slant.

Coronary Aftermath 


Coronary thrombosis is the grand- 
daddy of all heart attacks. It is 
produced by obstruction of one of 
the arteries th at supply the cardiac 
muscle with blood. Most victims are 
over 50 and m any more men th an 
women 
have 
suffered 
from 
the 
disease. 
During the past decade the out­ 
look has improved considerably and 
now’ 80 per cent or more survive the 
first attack. As a result a sizable 
num ber of persons belong to the 
mythical “I ’ve had a coronary” club. 
The m ajority developed a coronary 
because of living under pressure and 
emotional tension. These men and 
women were arw'ays on 
the go, 
physically and mentally, and spent 
far too little time in relaxation and 
enjoyable living. For many, the a t­ 
tack offered an excuse thereafter 
to say no. They found it possible to 
do the things they wanted rath er 
than adhere to the demands and 
dictates of others. In this respect, 
a coronary has certain compensating 
features. 


However, the attack is a shock 
to the system and for some time 
thereafter the victim is concerned 
with his heart. This is natural but 
the reaction passes in time. From 
four to six m onths after the initial 
bout, the post-coronary syndrome 
may appear. This group of symp­ 
toms arises shortly after the indi­ 
vidual attem pts to return to hi« 
usual activities. 
The first sensa­ 
tion is a feeling of tightness or sore­ 
ness in front of the chest. Then 
come shortness of breath, weakness, 
and fatigue. W ith the heart attack 
rtesh In mind, the m an begins to 
wonder whether the old ticker has 
healed and is as good as the phy­ 
sician claims. 
An anxiety m ounts 
the syndrome becomes worse; some 
quit work or ask for a longer period 
of convalescence. This also aggra­ 
vates the picture because it provides 
more time to brood and worry; the 
subject may conclude he is finished 
and never will be able to work again. 
This is particularly hard on the 
m an or woman who never has been 
ill before. 


The physician handles the prob­ 
lem by reassuring his patient th at 
the syndrome is common and can 
be traced to the stress associated 
with renewed activity. The heart 
will behave in a more normal fash­ 
ion following graduated exercises 
and 
continued 
m uscular 
activity. 
After all, the syndrome has been an 
invalid for some time and this is 
the first opportunity the heart has 
had to buck up against the stress of 
everyday living. 
It is necessary in most cases to 
modify the type of work and the 
conditions and hours of employ­ 
ment. The 
self-employed 
business 
or professional m an should obtain 
an 
assistant or 
understudy 
and 
relegate to him the less im portant 
and 
more strenuous 
duties. 
By 
taking stock it may be possible to 
discover and eliminate the irritating 
influences th at brought on the orig­ 
inal coronary attack. 
In addition, 
the individual should guard against 
physical 
overexertion, 
prolonged 
hours of work, emotional tension, 
the pressure of deadlines, and any­ 
thing else th a t interferes with reg­ 
ular meals, leisure hours, and vaca­ 
tions.

Another Unsafe Mine Operates In Illinois; Lewis May Order Men Out Of This 


Mine; President Truman Knew "Ike" W as Running 


WASHINGTON—The same d an ­ 
gerous mine conditions which killed 
119 miners at W est Frankfort, 111., 
also exist at Orient No. 3 mine 20 
miles away, according to miners who 
work there. Both mines are owned 
by the same company. 
It was a combination of escaping 
gases and explosive coal dust th at 
blew up Orient No. 2 and a United 
Mine Workers safety committee has 
protested th at Orient No. 3 at W al- 
tonville, 111., also could become a 
death trap and has warned th at it 
should be shut down. 
The safety inspectors found tu n ­ 
nels heavy with coal dust th at had 
not been mixed with rock 
dust, 
though a 65 per cent m ixture of 
rock dust is considered necessary to 
make the coal dust non-explosive. 
A 6-to 24-inch layer of coal dust was 
also discovered under the conveyer 
belts. In addition, no escapeway 
had been installed in the rear of the 
mine. 
Despite all this, Illinois mine in­ 
spectors had already given Orient 
No. 3 a safe-to-operate permit. 
While 
the 
federal 
government 
jacks the power to enforce its safety 
findings, John L. Lewis has the 
power, under his contract, to order 


men out of an unsafe mine. He is 
waiting to learn the outcome of a 
federal inspection before deciding 
w hat to do. Meanwhile miners say 
they have so m any Christm as bills 
to pay they are willing to gamble 
their lives by continuing at Orient 
No. 3.

Eisenhowe/s Silence 


The effect Gen. Eisenhower’s an­ 
nouncement will have on the Re­ 
publican political situation 
is 
a 
chief subject of speculation by party 
leaders, the press, radio commen­ 
tators, and without a doubt a con­ 
siderable portion of the people. A 
natural 
starting 
point 
for 
this 
speculation Is the effect on the 
movement to bring about the nom­ 
ination of Gen. Eisenhower. 
As to this, leaders of the Eisen­ 
hower movement are partly en­ 
couraged, yet somewhat disappoint­ 
ed They are encouraged by Gen. 
Eisenhower’s direct assertion th at 
he Is a Republican and th at he is 
available for the nomination. Lack 
of assurance on these two points 
had been a handicap to the Eisen­ 
hower leaders. 
They had hoped, 
however, that the general would go 
farther, th at he w-ould 
announce 
himself as an active candidate for 
the 
nomination 
and 
would 
ac­ 
company the announcem ent with a 
formal statem ent of his views on 
public questions. 
The latter point was obviously re­ 
garded as im portant by a principal 
Eisenhower leader, Sen. James H. 
Duff of Pennsylvania. In answer to 
a question from a newsman on the 
“Reporters’ Round-up” radio pro­ 
gram last October, Sen Duff said 
with a m anner of confident ex­ 
pectation that an announcement by 
Gen 
Eisenhower 
should 
be 
ac­ 
companied by a statem ent of his 
views. “I think he would Insist, upon 
doing it. th at’s the kind of man 
he is,” he said. 
Should State Yievri 
Lack of a statem ent of views by 
Gen. Eisenhower will confront the 
Eisenhower leaders and workers at 
m any turns. Republican voters who 
are 
solicitous 
to 
support 
Gen. 
Eisenhower 
for 
the 
Presidential 
nomination will 
ask, “W hat 
are 
Gen. Eisenhower’s views?” It will 
not 
be 
enough 
for 
Eisenhower 
workers to cite views expressed by 
Gen. Eisenhower in past years. De­ 
cidedly it will not be enough, indeed 
it will be a detrim ent, if Eisenhower 
leaders purport to say what the 
general’s views are. Invidious con­ 
trast will be made 
between 
the 
silence of Gen. Eisenhower and the 
forthright outspokenness of other 
candidates; Sen. Taft has expressed 
his views on the whole gamut of 
public questions, and Harold Staasen 
in announcing his candidacy re­ 
cently gave out a statem ent of hia 
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views in especially comprehensive 
detail. 
Lack of sim ilar explicitness will 
work against Gen. Eisenhower in 
several ways. It will weaken the 
argum ent of those who work for 
his nomination. They will be put 
under some necgssity for explana­ 
tion. It will qualify support of him 
from im portant sources. "The San 
Francisco Chronicle” is glad Gen. 
Eisenhower has made himself avail­ 
able. and if he gets the nomination 
will support him in the election. 
But “The Chronicle’’ 
adds: 
"We 
would like to know more about 
v here he stands . . . it will not be 
enough for friends, however close 
and however competent, to speak 
for him . . .’* As for outright op­ 
ponents of the general, they are 
given a handle “The Chicago T ri­ 
bune’ ’is given opportunity to sav, 
“The American people are asked to 
buy a pig in a poke. 
Liable To Embarrassment 
Throughout the campaign for the 
nom ination, Gen. Eisenhower and 
his backers will be liable to m any 
embarrassments. If any Im portant 
leader of the Eisenhower movement, 
such as, for example, Sen. Duff or 
Sen Lodge, expresses a view on a 
public question in the course of a 
Senate debate, there will be Instant 
inquiry as to whether this reflects 
or coincides with the views of Gen. 
Eisenhower. Much debate in Con­ 
gress may become dialectical exe­ 
gesis. 
What is going on 
respects Gen. 
Eisenhower is a movement as dis­ 
tinguished from a candidacy, cer­ 
tainly this has Seen the case so 
far The activity of the heads of the 
movement until recently has been 
directed largely to extending the 
movement downward 
toward 
the 
grass roots. A considerable part of 
the purpose of »this has been to 
make a demonstration which would 
convince Gen Eisenhower th at there 
was large grass roots support for 
him and hence bring about willing­ 
ness on his part to be a candidate. 
This has now been accomplished. 
While Gen. Eisenhower 
has 
not 
made himself a candidate as many 
of his backers wished, he has made 
himself available. From now on the 
task of the heads of the Eisenhower 
movements Is to bring about selec­ 
tion of delegates In the same way

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WASHINGTON — The “double 
talk” of the Churchill-Trum an com­ 
munique—some of it unavoidable 
because of world politics and some 
of it inevitable because of domestic 
politics in Britain—still leaves the 
American people in the dark as to 
just w hat the basic purpose was in 
the meeting of the President and 
the British prime minister. 
Every subject mentioned in the 
joint statem ent could have been 
canvassed as well by American and 
British diplomats here and in Lon­ 
don in the normal channels. This 
conference, it will be recalled, was 
sought not by President Trum an 
but by Prime M inister Churchill, 
who came out of a close election 
campaign worried about the future 
of his parliam entary m ajority and 
well aware th at he needed the pres­ 
tige th at a visit to the United States 
at this time could give him. 
Mr. Churchill’s forte in the past 
has been in his dealings wuth the 
top men in other governments. He 
still likes to give the British people 
the impression th at he can accomp­ 
lish, because of his standing in the 
world, more than any other man 
in England. 


Fighting Communist Idea 
Mr. Churchill, however, also had 
a few things to tackle in order to 
be able to fight back at the “left 
wing” in the British Labor party. 
For several m onths now what looks 
like a Comrdunist-inspired idea has 
been accepted wtih some seriousness 
by the Labor party and other B rit­ 
ish groups. It is th at the American 
government would 
go 
off 
"half 
cocked” some day and send her 
fliers out of British airfields to 
drop bombs on Russian cities w ith­ 
out so m uch as telling the British 
government it intended to take such 
a 
step. Mr. Attlee 
was 
gullible 
enough to believe th at such things 
could happen and actually asked 
for and obtained from Mr. Trum an 
assurances on this point. But the 
Communists were not satisfied and 
kept up their propaganda line. Mr. 
Churchill's purpose has been to get 
rid of th at problem altogether with 
a frank talk in W ashington. The 
final phraseology of the communi­ 
que on this point is interesting. It 
says: 
“Under arrangem ents made for 
the common defense, the United 
States has the use of certain bases 
in the United Kingdom. We reaf­ 
firm the understandm g th at the use 
of these bases in an emergency 
would be a m atter for joint decision 
by His M ajesty’s Government and 
the United States Government in 
the light of the circumstances pre­ 
vailing at the tim e.” 
The foregoing simply means that, 
if an emergency arises, the Ameri­ 
can government, of course, will con­ 
sult the British, and if G reat Bri­ 
tain is being attacked by 
atom 
bombs, it is not to be doubted th at 
instantly there will be retaliation 
both the British and American fliers 
based in England. The trans-A tlan­ 
tic phones will settle that issue in 
a m atter of minutes. 
It is significant th at the com­ 
munique does not say much more 


These Days 
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on this subject than was said when 
Mr. Attlee was here in 1950. But 
nevertheless the Moscow propag­ 
andists 
have 
been 
assiduously 
spreading the idea th at the United 
States m ight' use her overseas bases 
to precipitate a war, particularly 
when the American arm am ent pro­ 
gram has reached its goals. 
Nothing could be more ridiculous 
than the assumption being spread in 
Europe by the Communists th a t 
America has a “h a ir trigger” a tti­ 
tude toward war. F*or the fact is 
th at the United States has not, in 
a single instance in modern times, 
moved into war except to resist an 
attack already initiated by a hostile 
power. 
The rem ainder of the Trum an- 
Churchill communique calls atten t­ 
ion to a “complete identity of aim s’* 
in the Middle East, a four-pow’er 
approach in Egypt as "the best pros­ 
pect of relieving the present ten­ 
sion,” and it expresses the hope th a t 
the plan of the World Bank will 
“lead to a solution of the Iranian 
oil problem acceptable to all the 
interests concerned.” 
Intervention Reaffirmed 
W hat this means, in a nutshell, 
is that the United States has mere­ 
ly reaffirmed her diplomatic inter­ 
vention in the Middle East and will 
accept responsibility along with the 
British in th a t area. 
Every one of these points means 
added prestige for Mr. Churchill at 
home. He gets, moreover, a promise 
of scarce m aterials for British in­ 
dustry. 
Now what did the prime m inister 
give to America? He didn’t agree 
on the standardization of the rifle 
nor on the grant of the Atlantic 
command to the United States Navy 
as General Eisenhower had request­ 
ed. He probably will do so later. 
About the only thing th at can be 
read between the lines of the com­ 
munique is th at America obtained a 
little better understanding concern­ 
ing Far Eastern policy. Already in 
the House of Commons debates be­ 
fore Mr. Churchill left 
England 
there was a hint of a change. 
The new communique states th at 
both Britain and America "recognize 
th at the over-riding need to counter 
the Communist threat in th at area 
(the 
F'ar East) 
transcends such 
divergencies as there are in our 
policies towards China.” 
In a sense this merely means th a t 
recognition of Red China by the 
British will not affect the broader 
aspects of joint Am erican-British 
programs in the F’ar East. 
So, all in all, Mr. Churchill camft 
away with plenty to strengthen his 
political situation at home—and the 
United States gets out of it what? 
A feeling th at the governments of 
the two countries understand each 
other better now and th at maybe 
Mr. Churchill will reassure Europe 
th at the United States is interested 
in the defense of Europe not as a 
means of offense but as a secondary 
m atter and th at it is up to Euro­ 
pean countries themselves to begin 
to appreciate th at the defense of 
Europe is prim arily Europe’s job.

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A Mighty Question 


A very beautiful woman I know, 
who is supposed to be wholly orna­ 
mental. every once in a while knocks 
over her friends with a startling 
question which can only enter the 
mind of one not corrupted by too 
much learning. 
It us sheer good 
sense. 
This time, a group of us were 
bemoaning the state of the world 
in a jam session on all m atters from 
how to save m ankind to the char­ 
acteristics of Harry Trum an and 
the mink, when this sweet child 
threw this into the session: 
"W hat would happen if we could 
go back to 1914?” 
T hat stopped us. 
“W hat do you mean, go back?” I 
said petulantly. 
Her point was that the world was 
fairly comfortable until we all went 
to war in 1914. 
So what would we 
be like if th at had not happened? 
I think the jam session ended 
with that one. 
Nobody dared face 
it. Yet, I could not keep th at ques­ 
tion out of my head for several days. 


There had been no general 
war from 1815 to 1914. 
During 
that century, the material pro­ 
gress of the world had made 
greater strides than in any simi­ 
lar 
period 
in 
the 
whole 
of 
human history. It was the cen­ 
tury of the application of steam, 
electricity, electronics. 
It was 
the 
era 
of 
the 
development 
of the electric light, the sewing 
machine, farm machinery, mass 
production 
in 
industry, 
the 
typewriter. 


It was the time for the freeing 
of women from economic and poli­ 
tical discrimination. Representative 
government appeared in an increas­ 
ing number of countries. Education 
gradually ceased to be a monopoly 
of the rich; slavery was abolished in 
all forms in all countries in Europe 
and the Americas. 
New means of 
communications shortened tune and 
space. 
Spiritual values appeared in the 
law'. 
Such bodies as the Hague 
tribunal and the International Red 
Cross came into existence 
A vast 
volume of international law was 
written. 
Religious 
freedom 
was 
acknowledged and public outrage 
expressed itself in countless forms 
against injustice anywhere. 
Then came World War I, a wholly 
meaningless and unwarranted war. 
Originating as a conflict between 
two processing nations. G reat Bri­ 
tain and Germany, over markets, 
it ended in the Bolshevik revolution 
in Russia, the rise of fascism and 
nazism in Italy and Germany, the 
beginning of the break-up of the 
British empire and the emergence 
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of the United States as the almoner 
of the world. 


For 
the 
United 
States, 
H 
meant the increase of the sit® 
and function of government, the 
assumption of huge governmen­ 
tal costs and the adoption of the 
income tax, which reversed the 
economic and social character 
of this nation. 


From 1914 to 1952. the United 
States moved from a free economy 
to a mixed economy, from the indi­ 
vidual operating according to his 
will and judgm ent and a t his risk 
to a governm ent-regulated and a t 
times controlled economy. This in­ 
volved not only widespread use of 
subsidies, 
making 
an 
increased 
number 
of 
Americans dependent 
upon government, but it perforce 
levelled downward elements in the 
population to a general proletariat. 
Because of economic dislocations 
arising out of war, often called 
depressions, states and municipali­ 
ties became more and more depen­ 
dent upon the federal government, 
which, having the advantage of tha 
income and excise taxes, was able 
to tap larger reservoirs of the peo­ 
ple’s earnings. To these were added 
the various payroll taxes, which 
were sugar-coated by what has gen­ 
erally been called social security. 
In fact, the economic and social 
system of the United States entered 
upon a form of Fabian socialism, 
somewhat inchoate because of the 
confusing admixtures of Marxism 
and Keynesian economics. 
Politi­ 
cally, it tended to a centralized na­ 
tional system, with increased powers 
for officials and a constant war as 
a means toward m aintained a ruling 
group in power. Congress struggled 
against the psychological use or war 
a.s a weapon of control of our own 
people, and the Supreme Court was 
debased by unfit appointments. 


Against this stood the inher­ 
ent love of Americans for free­ 
dom ; 
their 
strong 
insistence 
upon attending to their own 
affairs and resisting governmen­ 
tal interference; their continued 
belief in Congress as the center 
of our 
governmental system; 
and their enormous capacity for 
production in the face of ad­ 
verse circumstances. 


W hat would have happened to us 
and to the rest of the world if 1914 
had not diverted us from a steady 
course of progress? 
Who can really answer th at ques­ 
tion. but I am glad th at it was 
asked. Perhaps if we stand or. th at 
poiut, our perspective as to our pur­ 
poses and remedies may be more 
correct.

Ambassador To Russia 


Little opposition is expected in the Senate to the 
nomination of George F. Kennan to succeed Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk as U. S. ambassador to Russia. Chairman 
Connally (D 
Tex.) of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee said in an interview in Dallas on December 
27 that he believed the nomination would be quickly 
approved by his committee and confirmed by the 
Senate. Connally added, however: “I don’t have any 
special admiration for him /’ 
Kennan, long an officer in the U. S. State Depart­ 
ment, is generally credited with setting the founda­ 
tions for present U. S policy toward Russia. In an 
anonymous article in “Foreign Affairs” in 1947. signed 
only “X ”, Kennan stated: “It is clear that the main 
element of any United States policy toward the Soviet 
Union must be that of a long-term, patient but firm 
and 
vigilant 
containment 
of 
Russian 
expansive 
tendencies.” 
Holding the line and hoping for the best, however, 
were not viewed by Kennan as the limits of American 
policy by any means. “It is entirely passible for the 
United States to influence by its actions the internal 
developments, both within Russia and throughout the 
international Communist movement, by which Russian 
policy Is largely determined .” 
Relations between the United States and the 
Soviet regime in Russia have inevitably been in­ 
fluenced by the shifting attitudes of our diplomatic 
personnel. The ambassador in Moscow at the time of 
the Bolshevik revolution in November, 1917, was David 
R. Francis, who had been governor and the outstand­ 
ing Democratic leader of Missouri. 
He has been 
described by Samuel Harper, who was engaged by the 
State Department to brief the new ambassador on 
Russia, as a “very blunt, outspoken American,” whose 
“one apparent qualification for foreign service was 
the fact that he had been president of the St. Louis 
International Exposition of 1903.” 
The previous March Francis had recommended 
Immediate U. S. recognition of the provisional govern­ 
ment of Prince Lvoff. He refused to believe the Bol­ 
sheviks could retain the power they seized in Novem­ 
ber, and recommended that no action whatever be 
taken by the United States until the situation righted 
itself and the Reds were driven out of office. When 
Informed that the Petrograd Soviet had named Lenin 
premier, Francks wrote: “Disgusting!—but the more 
ridiculous the situation, the sooner the remedy.” 
The views of Francis were not shared by William 
C. Bullitt, then a young Philadelphia Journalist, who 
as an emissary of the State Department received a 
Soviet peacd propasal In Moscow In March, 1919. “No 
govemmaftt save a socialist government,” Bullitt re­ 
ported, *ean be set up in Russia today except by 
foreign bayonets, and any governments so set up will 
fall the moment such support is withdrawn .” The 
recognition Bullitt then recommended was not to be 
extended until November, 1933. 
Ironically, Bullitt, named by President Roosevelt 
as U. S. ambassador to Moscow upon the resumption 
of relations, was to have his earlier enthusiasm for 
the Soviet regime destroyed by bitter disillusionment. 
Joseph E. Davies, who succeeded Bullitt in January, 
1937, often expressed the conviction that the Soviet 
leaders were honest and sincere. 
Relations with Russia remained on the whole 
friendly throughout World War II. 
But by 1947, 
according to Vera Micheles Dean, it had become 
apparent that the United States and Russia remained 
“sharply divided by differences in their internal sys­ 
tems, by clashes at strategic key points of the world, 
by Russia’s fear of the atomic bomb, and by our 
renewed fear of communism.” 


Comfortable Present 


Most Americans are looking back to see where 
they’ve been during the last year—and peering ahead 
to see, lf they can, where they are going 
But where are we? Perhaps it would be a good 
Idea to think about that before we start reviewing or 
forecasting. 
Some data that has been collected by the College 
of Home Economics at Cornell University is interest­ 
ing. The material came out of a conference held at 
Ithaca a few days ago. It Is based on Census Bureau 
reports and on information furnished by industry. 
And It gives a stimulating lf incomplete picture of 
Jiving standards in this country. 
Three out of four American homes are equipped 
with electric refrigerators, 68 per cent with washing 
machines, 52 per cent with vacuum cleaners and 87 
per cent with electric irons. Two-thirds of all Ameri­ 
can families own cars and there Is one car to every 
3 1 persons. In Europe there is one car to 45 persons; 
In Asia, one car to 1,023. 
Americans still work for what they get, although 
hours are short. One-third of the labor force Is made 
up of women. More than half of American women 
are married, and the report suggests that more elec­ 
trical appliances will make it 
possible for more 
American women 
to combine 
home-making 
with 
careers. 
Meanwhile Americans are eating 13 per cent more 
food per capita than in the 1935-39 period. 
The 
American standard of living has been rising in every 
material way—and the report prophesies that it will 
continue to rise even though taxes will be higher. 
There’s the future, intruding again. There seems 
to be no stopping it. 


The Seagoing Voice 


A classic thumbnail description of a battleship Is 
a “mobile gun-platform”; of a carrier, a “mobile air­ 
field.” Similarly it will be accurate to call a former 
Navy cargo ship a mobile broadcasting station 
The ship, renamed the Courier, will soon be sailing 
with a Coast Guard crew for the State Department’s 
Voice of America. Its projectiles will take the form of 
messages to populations behind the iron curtain Tile 
propellent is not gunpowder but a huge transmitter 
fed by 1,500,000 watts of electrical energy. 
It’s a bold and imaginative idea —this transmitter 
capable of moving about the watery world and turning 
Its broadsides loose at will. The ships antennae at 
mast height can be expected to work at good, long 
ranges. But there is also what is called a flight deck 
from which captive balloons will carry antennae far 
aloft when greater altitude Is necessary. The blanket­ 
ing effect of coastal mountains may thus be overcome 
The Courier should succeed in fouling up the radio 
Jamming techniques of the Communists by merely 
keeping on the move. The ship should have great 
potential firepower of a new type 
But it will be up 
to the crewmen in Washington to make it truly effec­ 
tive. 
According to congressmen who have toured 
Europe, the Voice of America to date has accomplished 
virtually nothing, and at great expense. The programs 
frequently have had a crackpot slant.

Coronary Aftermath 


Coronary thrombosis is the grand- 
daddv of all heart attacks. It is 
produced by obstruction of one of 
the arteries that supply the cardiac 
muscle with blood Most victims are 
over 50 and many more men than 
women 
have 
suffered 
from 
the 
disease. 
During the past decade the out­ 
look has improved considerably and 
now 80 per cent or more survive the 
first attack. As a result a sizable 
number of persons belong to the 
mythical “I’ve had a coronary” club. 
The majority developed a coronary 
because of living under pressure and 
emotional tension. These men and 
women were always on the go, 
physically and mentally, and spent 
far too little time in relaxation and 
enjoyable living. For many, the at­ 
tack offered an excuse thereafter 
to say no. They found it possible to 
do the things they wanted rather 
than adhere to the demands and 
dictates of others. In this respect, 
a coronary has certain compensating 
features. 


However, the attack i* a shock 
to the system and for some time 
thereafter the victim is concerned 
w'ith his heart. This is natural but 
the reaction passes in time. From 
four to six months after the initial 
bout, the post-coronary syndrome 
may appear. This group of symp­ 
toms arises shortly after the indi­ 
vidual attempts to return to hia 
usual activities. 
The first sensa­ 
tion is a feeling of tightness or sore­ 
ness in front of the chest. Then 
come shortness of breath, weakness, 
and fatigue. With the heart attack 
ftesh In mind, the man begins to 
wonder whether the old ticker has 
healed and is as good as the phy­ 
sician claims. An anxiety mounta 
the syndrome becomes worse; some 
quit work or ask for a longer period 
of convalescence. This also aggra­ 
vates the picture because it provides 
more time to brood and worry; the 
subject may conclude he is finished 
and never will be able to work again. 
This is particularly hard on the 
man or woman who never has been 
ill before. 


The physician handles the prob­ 
lem by reassuring his patient that 
the syndrome is common and can 
be traced to the stress associated 
with renewed activity. The heart 
will behave in a more normal fash­ 
ion following graduated exercises 
and continued muscular activity. 
After all, the syndrome has been an 
invalid for some time and this is 
the first opportunity the heart has 
had to buck up against the stress of 
everyday living. 
It Is necessary in most cases to 
modify the type of work and the 
conditions and hours of employ­ 
ment. The 
self-employed 
business 
or professional man should obtain 
an 
assistant or 
understudy 
and 
relegate to him the less important 
and 
more strenuous 
duties. 
By 
taking stock it may be possible to 
discover and eliminate the irritating 
influences that brought on the orig­ 
inal coronary attack. In addition, 
the individual should guard against 
physical 
overexertion, 
prolonged 
hours of work, emotional tension, 
the pressure of deadlines, and any­ 
thing else that interferes with reg­ 
ular meals, leisure hours, and vaca­ 
tions.

It was a combination of escaping 
gases and explosive coal dust that 
blew up Orient No. 2 and a United 
Mine Workers safety committee has 
protested that Orient No. 3 at Wal­ 
tonville, IU., also could become a 
death trap and has warned that it 
should be shut down. 
Tile safety inspectors found tun­ 
nels heavy with coal dust that had 
not been mixed with rock dust, 
though a 65 per cent mixture of 
rock dust is considered necessary to 
make the coal dust non-explosive. 
A 6-to 24-inch layer of coal dust was 
also discovered under the conveyer 
belts. In addition, no escapeway 
had been installed in the rear of the 
mine. 
Despite all this, Illinois mine in­ 
spectors had already given Orient 
No. 3 a safe-to-operate permit. 
While 
the

Jacks the power to enforce its safety 
findings. John L. Lewis has the 
power, under his contract, to order

men out of an unsafe mine. He is 
waiting to learn the outcome of a 
federal inspection before deciding 
what to do. Meanwhile miners say 
they have so many Christmas bills 
to pay they are willing to gamble 
their lives by continuing at Orient

Churchill that he knew Ike would 
run as a Republican was based on 
two conversations

Allen and Averell Harriman had 
with Eisenhower To both, the gen­ 
eral made it clear he would accept 
the GOP nomination if tendered 
Truman, in turn, sent word to 
Pans that he had no objection to 
Ikes running, in fact was glad to 
have an anti-tsolationtst Republican 
oppose T aft’s isolationism. But the 
Piesident said he hoped Eisenhower 
would remain on the job in Europe 
until the North Atlantic pact was 
working. 


WASHINGTON — The “double 
talk” of the Churchill-Tniman com­ 
munique—some of it unavoidable 
because of world politics and some 
of it inevitable because of domestic 
politic* in Britain—still leaves the 
American people in the dark as to 
just what the basic purpose was in 
the meeting of the President and 
the British prime minister. 
Every subject mentioned in the 
joint statement could have been 
canvassed as well by American and 
British diplomats here and in Lon­ 
don in the normal channels. This 
conference, it will be recalled, was 
sought not by President Truman 
but by Prime Minister Churchill, 
who came out of a close election 
campaign worried about the future 
of his parliamentary majority and 
well aware that he needed the pres­ 
tige that a visit to the United States 
at this time could give him. 
Mr. Churchill’s forte in the past 
has been in his dealings with the 
top men in other governments. He 
still likes to give the British people 
the impression that he can accomp­ 
lish, because of his standing in the 
world, more than any other man 
in England. 


Fighting Communist Idea 
Mr. Churchill, however, also had 
a few things to tackle m order to 
be able to fight back at the “left 
wing” in the British Labor party. 
For several months now what looks 
like a Comnlunist-inspired idea has 
been accepted wtih some seriousness 
by the Labor party and other Brit­ 
ish groups. It is that the American 
government would 
go 
off 
“half 
cocked” some day and send her 
fliers out of British airfields to 
drop bombs on Russian cities with­ 
out so much as telling the British 
government it intended to take such 
a 
step. Mr. Attlee 
was 
gullible 
enough to believe that such things 
could happen and actually asked 
for and obtained from Mr. Truman 
assurances on this point. But the 
Communists were not satisfied and 
kept up their propaganda line. Mr. 
Churchill's purpose has been to get 
rid of that problem altogether with 
a frank talk in Washington. The 
final phraseology of the communi­ 
que on this point is interesting. It 
says: 
“Under arrangements made for 
the common defense, the United 
States has the use of certain bases 
in the United Kingdom. We reaf­ 
firm the understanding that the use 
of these bases in an emergency 
would be a matter for joint decision 
by His Majesty’s Government and 
the United States Government in 
the light of the circumstances pre­ 
vailing at the time.” 
The foregoing simply means that, 
if an emergency arises, the Ameri­ 
can government, of course, will con­ 
sult the British, and if Great Bri­ 
tain is being attacked by atom 
bombs, it is not to be doubted that 
instantly there will be retaliation 
both the British and American fliers 
based in England. The trans-Atlan­ 
tic phones will settle that issue in 
a matter of minutes. 
It is significant that the com­ 
munique does not say much more

on this subject than was said when 
Mr. Attlee was here in 1950. But 
nevertheless the Moscow propag­ 
andists 
have 
been 
assiduously 
spreading the idea that the United 
States might1 use her overseas bases 
to precipitate a war. particularly 
when the American armament pro­ 
gram has reached its goals. 
Nothing could be more ridiculous 
than the assumption being spread in 
Europe by the Communists th at 
America has a “flair trigger” atti­ 
tude toward war. For the fact is 
that the United States has not. in 
a single instance in modern times, 
moved into war except to resist an 
attack already initiated by a hostile 
power. 
The remainder of the Trum an- 
Churchill communique calls attent­ 
ion to a “complete identity of aims’* 
in the Middle East, a four-power 
approach in Egypt as “the best pros­ 
pect of relieving the present ten­ 
sion.” and it expresses the hope th at 
the plan of the World Bank will 
“lead to a solution of the Iranian 
oil problem acceptable to all the 
interests concerned.” 
Intervention Reaffirmed 
What this means, in a nutshell, 
is that the United States has mere­ 
ly reaffirmed her diplomatic inter­ 
vention in the Middle East and wrill 
accept responsibility along with the 
British in that area. 
Every one of these points means 
added prestige for Mr. Churchill aft 
home. He gets, moreover, a promise 
of scarce materials for British in­ 
dustry. 
Now what did the prime minister 
give to America? He didn't agree 
on the standardization of the rifle 
nor on the grant of the Atlantic 
command to the United States Navy 
as General Eisenhower had request­ 
ed. He probably will do so later. 
About the only thing that can be 
read between the lines of the com­ 
munique is that America obtained a 
little better understanding concern­ 
ing Far Eastern policy. Already rn 
the House of Commons debates be­ 
fore Mr. Churchill left England 
there was a hint of a change. 
The new communique states that 
both Britain and America “recognize 
that the over-riding need to counter 
the Communist threat in that area 
(the Far East) 
transcends such 
divergencies as there are in our 
policies towards China.” 
In a sense this merely means th at 
recognition of Red China by the 
British will not affect the broader 
aspects of joint Amencan-British 
programs in the Far East. 
So. all in all, Mr. Churchill came 
away with plenty to strengthen his 
political situation at home—and the 
United States gets out of it what? 
A feeling that the governments of 
the two countries understand each 
other better now and that maybe 
Mr. Churchill will reassure Europe 
that the United States is interested 
in the defense of Europe not as a 
means of offense but as a secondary 
m atter and that it is up to Euro­ 
pean countries themselves to begin 
to appreciate that the defense of 
Europe is primarily Europe’s job.

For 
the United 
State* tt 
meant the increase of the sis# 
and function of government, the 
assumption of huge governmen­ 
tal costs and the adoption of the 
income tax, which reversed tho 
economic and social character 
of this nation. 


Prom 1914 to 1952. the United 
States moved from a free economy 
to a mixed economy, from the indi­ 
vidual operating according to his 
will and judgment and at his risk 
to a government-regulated and aft 
times controlled economy. Thus in­ 
volved not only widespread use of 
subsidies, 
making 
an 
increased 
number of 
Americans dependent 
upon government, but it perforce 
levelled downward elements in the 
population to a general proletariat. 
Because of economic dislocations 
arising out of war, often called 
depressions, states and municipali­ 
ties became more and more depen­ 
dent upon the federal government, 
which, having the advantage of the 
income and excise taxes, wha able 
to tap larger reservoirs of the Peo­ 
ple’s earnings. To the>e were added 
the various payroll taxes, which 
were sugar-coated by what has gen­ 
erally been called social security. 
In fact, the economic and social 
system of the United States entered 
upon a form of Fabian socialism, 
somewhat inchoate because of the 
confusing admixtures of Marxism 
and Keynesian economics. 
Politi­ 
cally, it tended to a centralized na­ 
tional system, with increased powers 
for officials and a constant war a* 
a means toward maintained a ruling 
group in power. Congress struggled 
against tile psychological use or war 
as a weapon of control of our own 
people, and the Supreme Court was 
debased by unfit appointment*. 


Against this stood the Inher­ 
ent love of Americans for free­ 
dom; 
their 
strong 
insistence 
upon attending to their own 
Affairs and resisting governmen­ 
tal Interference; their continued 
belief in Congress as the center 
of our governmental system; 
and their enormous capacity for 
production in the face of ad­ 
verse circumstances. 


What would have happened to us 
and to the rest of the world if 1914 
had not diverted us from a steady 
course of progress? 
Who can really answer that ques­ 
tion, but I am glad that it wa* 
asked. Perhaps if we stand or. that 
point, our perspective as to our pur­ 
poses and remedies may be more 
correct.

One funny thing about the bid­ 
ding at thoae two tables of a 
team match is that North on hia 
second turn saw fit to bid small 
slam in hearts desp ite hi» hold­ 
ing two sp ades. He felt that the 
obv iously welcome fit ahowm by 
the not v ulnerable op p onents in 
the face of South’s ability to 
make a free bid of 2-Hearts indi­ 
cated so many sp ades for them 
that South couldn’t p ossibly hold 
two losers himself in sp ades. 
More significant, howev er, than 
that coincidence, is the difference 
between the acts of North on the 
third round. When North at Table 
1 saw fit to take absolutely defi­ 
nite action by doubling the 7-

The Revolt In Gary

and a neighborhood mother—to dis- j 
cuss plans for a proposed laundry 
In a new neighborhood center. His 
proposal was rejected after a local 
priest declared: “In Germany, we 
leave these matters to the experts.” 


This provoked from McKee the 
observation: "In America we would 
not leava-the laundry to the experts 
but to the people—to all groups 
concerned, including the mothers 
who would use it. Your method 
seems to be a vertical trusting of 
the specialists, ours to be a hori­ 
zontal faith in all concerned.” Said 
a German: “Is that what you mean 
by democracy, that all people con­ 
cerned should have something to 
say?” 
"Yes,” answered McKee, "and be 
responsible ” 
Said the German: "I have waited 
s year to find out what your gov­ 
ernment meant by democracy. Now 
I see.” 
McKee got his committee. Later, 
returning to this country, McKee 
fell to wondering whether America 
was quite so horizontally operated 
as he had said, whether Americans 
had not forgotten that democracy 
consisted not only of the privilege 
of participation but of the respon­ 
sibility for it, about whether Amer­ 
icans didn’t need a Voice to Amer­ 
ica as well as a Voice from it. 
This led him to originate a radio 
series 
called 
“The 
People 
Act” 
which ran for some time on NBC 
and which last week, improved and 
revised, opened on CBS (10:06 p. m. 
EST Sundays) as a cooperative un­ 
dertaking between the Ford Foun­ 
dation and the CBS Radio-Tele- 
vimon workshop. “The People Act” 
Is a series of tape-recorded, docu­ 
mented stories about genuinely hor­ 
izontal democracy, a phenomenon 
much rarer in thus country—which 
Is so fond of prating about demo­ 
cracy but not of practicing it—than 
we like to think about. 


From Gary, Ind.. a tough steel 
town with once the second highest 
incidence of crime, the third highest 
Incidence of vice in the country, 
came the tape-recorded voice of the 
steel workers, the housewives, the 
district 
attorney, 
explaining 
the 
predicament Gary was in. The city 
was in the grip of two national 
crime syndicates. The syndicates 
had financed the elections and had 
set up a super-government which 
allowed them the protection to op­ 
erate. 
One night a popular school teach-1 
er, Mary Cheever, was murdered on 
her way fcome, the eighth murder in 
a year. A long-suppressed murmur 
of outrage swept through Gary’s 
womenfolk. Telephones began to 
ring. Questions flew. The upshot 
was a march on City Hall of 2,000, 
angry women who demanded and 
were promised law enforcement. 
They didn’t get it. The gambling 
houses flourished. Crime abated not 
at all. The more active members of 
the Women’s Citizens Committee 
received threatening phone calls. 
The husband of one, who was told 
to shut his wife up or suffer dire 
consequence, replied mildly: "You 
shut her up. I’ve been trying to for 
II years.” 


The women set up their own spy 
ay stem, 
keeping 
watch 
on 
the 
gambling houses and writing down 
the names of the patrons. They sat 


accusingly in the idle courts, visited 
the idle police stations. They called 
in a private detective. He got a job 
as janitor in the A. A.’s office which 
he instandly wired for sound. Re­ 
cordings of the conversations in the 
D. A.’s office, a convenient and 
damning record of bribery and cor­ 
ruption—one of them played on the 
broadcast—were kept under cover 
until the 1950 elections when they 
blew the administration clear out 
of office. The alliance between crime 
and politics was destroyed in Gary. 
They 
underplay 
nicely, 
these 
amateur actors who simply re-enact 
the roles they played in the Gary 
revolt, and Bob Trout, the narrator 
refrains entirely from editorializing. 
He doesn’t have to. Mr. McKee’s 
moral is sufficiently plain.

This provoked from McKee the 
observation: “In America we would 
not leav*the laundry to the experts 
but to the people—to all groups 
concerned, including the mothers 
who would use it.

icans didn’t need a Voice to Amer­ 
ica as well as a Voice from it.

EST Sundays) as a cooperative un­ 
dertaking between the Ford Foun­ 
dation and the CBS Radio-Tele- 
vision workshop. ‘T h e People Act” 
is a series of tape-recorded, docu­ 
mented stories about genuinely h o r­ 
izontal democracy, a phenomenon 
much rarer in this country—which 
is so fond of prating about demo­ 
cracy but not of practicing it—than 
we like to think about. 


From Gary, Ind., a tough steel 
town with once the second highest 
incidence of crime, the third highest 
incidence of vice in the country, 
came the tape-recorded voice of the 
steel workers, the housewives, the 
district

predicament Gary was in. The city 
was in the grip of two national 
crime 
syndicates. 
The syndicates 
had financed the elections and had 
set up a super-government winch 
allowed them the protection to op­ 
erate.

Homer E. Rose, for $10,000 damages 
for Injuries allegedly received in a 
highway mishap and to repay work­ 
men’^ compensation. 
Carder, an employe of the Mary­ 
land State Roads Commission, con­ 
tends he was operating a sweeper 
along Braddock Road, about one 
mile west of Cumberland on Sep­ 
tember 30, 1950, when an auto op­ 
erated by Rose collided with the 
piece of machinery causing bodily 
injury and suffering to the plaintiff. 
The accident, according to Carder, 
was caused through negligence and 
carelessness on the part of Rose. 
Through the mishap the plaintiff 
became eligible for compensation 
under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Laws of Maryland from the State 
Roads Commission. 
The State Accident Fund under
